STATE AUTOMOBILE ASSN. 
PRODUCES SAFETY FIRST FILM 


Production of a national safety first 
motion pitcure, filmed by the Califor- 
nia State Automobile Association in 
co-operation with International News 
reel, was announced this week by D. 
E. Watkins, secretary and general 
manager of the Association. The 
pictuure was filmed in the San Fran- 
cisco bay region and along Northern 
California roads and in its production 
ten automobiles were wrecked. 

The picture is being shown in San 
Francisco this week and portrays by 
graphic lessons to motorists and pe- 
destrians the principles of safety first 
in operation of automobiles and con- 
duct on the streets. 

The safety film will be shown in 
thousands of theaters in every state 
of the Union through the medium of 
International Newsreel releases. It 
is based on a scenario written and di- 
rected by the Public Safety Depart- 
ment of the Automobile Association. 

Several weeks were spent in work- 
ing out details of the film which in- 
cludes spectacular accidents as safety 
lessons in situations to be avoided. 
Two automobiles were wrecked on 
the suummit of Twin Peaks road in 
San Francisco as part of the film- 
ing, one being crashed over the bank 
in a night scene to illustrate the 
danger resulting from a “one-eyed” 
car—an automobile with but one 
headlight. 

The right and wrong ways to 
handle a car are clearly demonstrat- 
ed in the film which takes up driving 
on mountain grades and rural high- 
ways as well as in city traffic. 

“There are plenty of thrills for 
the spectator in the safety first film,” 
Watkins said, “for ten automobiles 
were wrecked before the film was 
completed. The film shows how these 
accidents could have been avoided by 
proper observance of the law or the 
rules of public safety.”

is individual and picturesque. Dash- 
ed by the salt spray of the ocean, 
and whipped by the winds of the 


headlands these trees have developed 
a singularity of appearance not found 
in any others in the world, by com- 
parison to the famed Cedars of Leba- 
non, Dr. Jepson says, the Monterey 
cypress are their superior in beauty. 
To the botanist the trees are of 
scientific interest, he reports, because 
they are the only specimens in the 
world, and are a notable example of 

the effects of environment.

Service through Colonel John R. 


White, superintendent of Sequoia and 
General Grant National Parks. 

Known officially as the General 
Grant, but now rechristened as “the 
Nation’s Christmas tree,” this Sequoia 
towers 264 feet into the crisp air of 
the lower Sierra of central California. 
It measurues 106 feet around the base 
and its greatest diameter is 40 feet. 

Townspeople and orchardists of the 
San Joaquin Valley and visitors from 
the San Francisco Bay region will 
motor to the base of the tree on 
Christmas Eve for the celebration 
which begins at 12 a. m. The radio 
program, which will be heard by 
those about the tree, and supplement- 
ing these ceremonies, will be broad- 
cast from KGO station in Oakland. 
By next year wires will be strung to 
the tree itself and the services there 
broadcast throughout the country.
